Clears, regionals 
blast FCC daytime 
presunrise proposal 


Increased powar to AM’s Ia what 
concerns clear channel operators 


The FCC's proposal to adjust the starting 
time for presunrise operations by AM day- 
timers (BROADCASTING, Jan. 12), spurred 
by a change in law that shifted the beginning 
of daylight saving time from the last Sunday 
in April to the first, got harsh reviews from 
Clear channe) operators in comments at the 
agency last week. 

Of particular concern: a proposal that 
would grant a minimum of 50 watts of pre- 
sunrise power to daytimers. 

Under the proposal in question, daytimers 
currently authorized to operate with presun- 
rise power over 50 watts could continue to 
do so; daytimers authorized to broadcast pre- 
sunrise under 50 watts would be permitted, 
between the first Sunday and the fast day of 
April, to operate with 50 watts power with 
their daytime or “critical hours” antenna sys- 
tems, whichever they start to use at local 


sunrise, and daytimers that aren't currently 
qualified for presunrise authorization would 
be permitted to operate presunrise with 50 
watts power during the April daylight saving 
time. 

Clear channel WHO\AM) Des Moines, 
Iowa, recommended that the FCC dismiss its 
rulemaking without further action. “The rule 
change would cause significant numbers of 
WHO moming listeners to experience signal 
interference or loss,” WHO said. 

Price Communications, which owns five 
clear channel facilities, said Congress had 
fot supported changes in the presunrise 
powers. “Price opposes extension of présun- 
rise operating mghts on Class I channels 
ae a minimum power is proposed,” Price 
said. 

Said WGy(AM) Schenectady, N.¥.: “What 
constitutes an attempt by the commission to 
provide presunrise service to daytimers, thus 
enabling these stations to sell drive time pro- 
graming, also causes additional interference 
to clear channel stations such as station 
Woy.” 

Said the Association for Broadcast Engi- 
neering Standards: “To be consistent with its 
Position over the years. ABES must oppose 
the extension of presunrise operating rights 


on Class [ channels where a minimum power 
is involved. The necd for a minimum is 
based on the recognition that presunrise pro- 
tection to the protected primary groundwave 
and secondary skywave contours of Class I 
stations cannot be provided at the stated 
minimum. The result will be interference of 
a nature that cannot be offset by the ‘new” 
services provided at the minimum power,” 

The Clear Channel Broadcasting Service 
suggested a compromise. “CCBS urges the 
commission to balance the public's interest 
in receiving interference-free service by at 
least preserving the 0.5 millivolt per meter 
groundwave service offered by Class | sta- 
tions while permitting daytimers to operatc 
with a minimum of 10 watts.” CCBS said 
“To the extent that groundwave protection 
could be achieved, daytime stations should 
be authorized to employ more than 10 watts 
Additionally, the presunrise operations 
growing out of this proceeding should rv 
place only the time lost because of the earlier 
onset of daylight saving time.”

a@ unanimous opinion that DXCHANGE should not list items that have no real 
connection with BCB DXing.

Now for a short editorial on the- subject of buying and selling BCB DX 
equipment thru DXCHANG’. Over the years I myself have assembled what some 
others have: considered to be a rather state-of-the-art DX shack, using 
90% previously-owned (including Uncle Sam) equipment. During that time I 
have learned a thing or two (mostly via school of hard knocks :) about the 
subject of buying and selling radio equipment. I have purchased a few items 
as virtual steals, also purchasing a few items while being burned in the 
proeess. My SB-620 Spectrum Analyzer comes to mind especially: I bought 

it thru DXCHANGE from a former member. It worked great....... AFTER I 
laboriously traced down and repaired FOUR cold soldered joints ‘:: SC, 
BEFORE you consummate a deal, either know and trust the seller, OR come 

up with some sort of contingency deal, It is an unfortunate fact of life 
that items purchased, when in the hands of the buyer,may have defects 
either grossly misrepresented by the seller OR unknown to the seller. 

I don't wish to come across as a wet-blanket; in fact, I think that 2 
cautious buying of used equipment is the way to go for several reasons, 
i.e. used is the only sthtus of many very desirable items, like R390As, 
180As, Krohn Hite audio filters, HQ-150s, Heath QF-ls, SB-620s, DuMont 
304As, secondly, the prices of older “hollow state" equipmemt is at real 
bargain levels comparel to new solid state stuff that gensrally is inferior 
in performance to the equipment of old.., at least on 8CB frequencies. 
Future DXCHANGEs will discuss further aspects of buying and selling used 
equipment.

AM stereo isn’t turning on many

Stereo broadcasting on AM radio — 
once seen as a way 10 bolster AM’s 
Tapidly sagging share of the listen- 
ing audience — has fizzled. 

Although stereo is the norm on FM 
radio, the development of AM stereo 
has been hampered by too few sta- 
tions installing Stereo transmitters, 
too few manufacturers making re- 
ceivers and too few listeners who 
seem to care. . 

Indeed, interest has been so slight 
that mass merchandiser Radio Shack 
has cut in half the price of its AM 
stereo receiver and tagged it for a 
nationwide clearance sale. 

“AM stereo really is not on every: 
one's wish list for products. It’s being 
driven by the broadcasters and not 
by the consumers,” said Robert B. 
Miller, Radio Shack’s merchandising 
vice president, who added that his 
chain isn't “making any more until 
we See what sells.” 

Special receivers like Radio 
Shack's are needed to pick up AM 
stereo. Like FM stereo radios, AM 
Teceivers have little bulbs that light 
when a Station is broadcasting in 
stereo. 

AM stereo’s decline cannot be 
chronicled because it never rose. Al- 
though some in the industry be- 
lieved that stereo could put AM on a 
near-equal technical footing with FM 
radio, only about 10 percent of the 
nation’s 4,863 AM slalions have 
broadcast Jn stereo since it was per- 
mitted by the Federal Communica- 
tions Commission in 1982, according 
to a government report on AM radio 
Teleased fast week. 

By comparison, nearly all of the 
nation’s 5,205 FM radio stations now 
broadcast in stereo. They have been 
authorized to do so since 1961, when 
FM was a relatively undeveloped ra- 
dio band and the FCC was trying to 
Spur its growth. 

AM Stereo “has been a fiasco ... It's 
done just absolutely nothing to stall 
AM's decline,” said James H. Duncan 
Jr., an industry analyst who publish- 
es Duncan's Radio Market Guide. In 
1986, FM held more than 70 percent 
of the radio audience — a market 
share that probably will grow to 75 
percent to 80 percent by the early 


1990s before leveling off, he said. 


Of Philadelphia's AM stations, only 
KYW-AM (1060), the all-news station 
that is the city’s leading AM outlet, 
broadcasts in stereo. WCZN-AM 
(1590), a country-music station in 
Aston, also broadcasts in stereo, as 
does WDEL-AM (1150), a Wilmington 
adultcontemporary music station. 
All use a system designed by Motor- 
ola Inc. 


The new owners of WFIL-AM (560), 
a Philadelphia oldies station, expect 
the station to broadcast in stereo 
sometime this year. The old manage- 
mental WFIL has shut down a stereo 
system designed by Kahn Communi- 
cations Inc. that was switched on at 
the station 1n 1982. 

One of the biggest obstacles that 
AM stereo has faced is that the two 
electronics firms in the business — 
Motorola and Kahn — designed com- 
peting systems that aren’t compati- 
ble. 

The FCC refused to designate a 
standard, and many broadcasters 
have been reluctant to commit to one 
system. 

Of the more than seven million AM 
stereo receivers that have been man- 
ufactured — most are installed in 
new cars — nearly all can reccive 
only Motorola's stereo system. An es- 
timaled 363 stations broadcast in Mo- 
torola stereo and 100 in Kahn stereo. 

Although the seven million is a 
tiny fraction of the total 500 million 
AM reccivers in the public’s hands, it 
is enough to have encouraged some 
broadcasters to begin installing the 
Motorola system. 

“This is almost the chicken or the 
egg. said Roy Shapiro, general man- 
ager of KYW-AM, which began broad- 
casling in stereo last month. 

“We are going to be the chicken, 
and we are going to be the egg,” 
Shapiro said. KYW plans to educate 
the public about AM Stereo and Io try 
to work with retailers to build a 
market for AM stereo receivers, he 
said. 


Why would a station that plays no 
music bother to have a stcreo signal? 
Shapiro says stereo ¢nhances the 
overall tone of the station — even for 
those who have monaural radios. 
And advertisers have stereophonic 


commercials, which may grab listen- 
ers’ atlention more than commer- 
ciais heard in mono. 


Shapiro doesn’t see AM stereo as 
the answer to all of the AM band's 
troubles. “It may not be a payoff for 
today,” he said, but adding stereo to 
AM with other technical improve- 
Ments may help to stall the band’s 
decline and even lure back some 
tisteners from FM. 


The government last week ad- 
dressed AM’s problems in a National 
Telecommunications and Informa- 
tion Administration report that 
urged the development of AM receiv- 
ers that can pick up both the Motor- 
ola and Kahn signals. 

Calling AM radio a “low-tech” me- 
dium, NTIA Director Alfred Sikes 
said al a news conference last week 
that the government had nurtured 
FM’s growth without implementing 
improvements for AM radio. 

Some radio stations have switched 
to AM stereo and are widely promot- 
ing it. 

WCZN-AM, an Aston-based station 
that promotes itself as the “Country 
Cousin,” has given away 500 AM ste- 
reo radios since it went on the air 
with slereo in December 1985, said 
WCZN owner Lloyd B. Roach. 


Stereo can help the AM band, said 
Roach, “We need a couple of more 
big guys like KYW to do it,” he said. 


C. Robert Taylor, president of 
WDEL-AM in Wilmington, said that 
although AM stereo can help attract 
new listeners, it cannot solve all 
AM'’s problems. 

“Irs going to put il on a more 
competitive fooling than FM." he 
said, but “the programming is what 
attracts.”

In December, 1986, while experimenting with a Tuggle Circuit crystal set 
(D-X News, Dec. 15) and trying to log stations very accurately on it, and 
using a Kadio Shack TRI 12-655 to verify frequencies, I was plagued by what 
seemed to be erratic frequency shifts - up to 15khz. on the “kF. Shen a 3.5 
quake occurred 60 to 70 miles south on this New Madrid fault on ec, 29. On 
Dec. 31 frequency deviations began again. 1 kept a record of then and put it 
into graph form (D-X News, Jan. 19). 

At present I am working (unsuccessfully,so far) on a means to automatically 
monitor and record these deviations. And 7 have since found a well known end 
accepted (in the seismological field) probable cause for these deviations in 
"The Trembling Earth" by Frederic Golden. Jt is called "dilatancy" - the 
dilation or expansion of rock under stress underground. To quote very 
briefly: (parenthesis mine) 

't—- as the material (rock) comes close to the breaking point, it develops 
countless microscopic cracks -- it reduced the ability of the rock to conduct 
electricity -- as the rock's pores open, its ability to conduct electricity 
Lessens,air acts as an insulator -- then as water seeps into the pores, 
conductivity rises (beyond original level) because the liquid is a good con- 
ductor of electricity -- Brace (M.J.T. rescarcher) himself suggested that 
these physical changes might somehow be used to forecast earthquakes, but at 
the time he had no idea how to put his farsighted propos;l to work -- (some 
others) attribute changes in this natural magnetism to prequake stresses thar 
distort the rock's internal, latticelike crystalline structure." 

™horefor it seens very safe to assume that each time a frequency deviation 
occurs, a new area has been put under stress. And, possibly, the stress at 
the area where the deviation is detected might be far less than the prime 
causative stress along the fault - perhaps 60 to 70 miles away. ‘“‘onitoring 
recording stations set up along a fault would indicate the largest frequency 
deviations over the area of the rreatest stress, pinpointing the source. 
would call this "underground stress detection prior to any tremblor of any 
size - using A.M. radio ground wave tuning frquency deviations". 

With the normal average person's use of an A.M. radio on local stations, 
these deviations would not be noticed (except perhaps with accurate pushbutton 
tuning); but if large, the dial would simply be readjusted and forgotten. 
However, if you ere a D-Xer and live on or near an earthquake fault or area 
(and there are many that most people are unaware of), and you notice tuning 
deviations, pay attention to nature's electronic warning to you and start 
doing some frequeht and serious very accurate logging of specific frequencies, 
The greater the period over which they occur, the more frequently, and the 
more erratic, evidently the sooner and more severe the quake that is coming. 

When a third party (very knowledgeable in the radio field) contacted an 
F.C.C. engineer concerning this discovery, the reply basically was, " off the 
record, the man has a valid point there; but, on the record, the stations are 
on their correct frequencies and he should be receiving them on those fre- 
quencies." In other words, I guess, they have enough to do without getting 
involved in this. However, it has been published , and I have been recently 
told, that electro-magnetic changes along the San Andreas fault in California 
are being constantly monitored by both Federal and State agencies, ror us iv 
our own areas, it looks like it will be a do-it-yourself effort with °M radio. 

Assuming that ground waves travel ina more or less straight line (lixe 
skywaves - which makes a loop directional), then stations in various direc- 
tions from the receiver should be aonitored. One may show a deviation ana 
another none - which would give a solid clue as to which direction the stress 
is located. But if you are on top of the stress, all directions should show 
deviations ~ which was pretty close to my situation here prior to Dec. 29 
and the 3.5 tremor on this fault, centered 60 to 70 miles south.

Greetings, all. Moving about 850 miles further from Cuba really opens up the 
band! So far, have logged 44 new stations since being back. Many of them relatively new or 
on previously clear channels and most of them on the low end of the band. While reading 
Jerry Starr’s Muse in issue 18 (wait a minute, this should be issue 19!), I noticed that he 
logged KPRM-870 via Greg Coniglio’s report of it in DDXD-E. I logged WCRV-640 via Grey’s 
repart in issue 18. So I dialed up 870 and logged a needed KPRM. I’ve named this 


phenamenon the Coniglio factor, hi! 

Around 2-10 there was a good TA opening which caught me somwhat unprepared. This was 
my first try at TA’s and several were logged. Strongest signals were on 666, 1035, and 1044 
(now almost regulars, if only with hets). But I was dragging my feet, mesmerized by the 
novelty of my first TA reception, and campletely missed a chance at 3 others that Id 
earlier noted were in with audio on 846, 1314, and 1467.

(Try for KQMo-1000 
right before their sunset if you can null WL -pls) 1330 is quiet here. Anyway, my thanks 
to those responsible for setting up these tests which have meant several new loggings for 
me. I, too, log many new stations while monitoring KY stations. It gives me an excuse to 
be at the dials even when DX is slow and a new station makes it through from time to time to 
reward me for my effort. I can monitor about half of KY’s stations fran here (it was the 
same in FL). 

Glad to see so many reports to DDXD-East. Keep “em coming! 73’s. 


*Japan Becaning Almost a Regular in Denver*

As club members may remember, I have been afflicted the past year or so with the 
habit of waking up every morning in the area of three to four am, MST - 1000 to 1100 in 
terms of GMT. Along in March, 1986, I began monitoring JOIK-747 on a daily basis, my No. 1 
JO as heard here. Within a few days, I also extended this daily checking out to 1YA, 
Auckland, NZ on 756, the next higher TP frequency. 

But I made JOIK my main interest, setting out to determine how often its signal could 
be found here on my HQ-180 with its loop antenna. JOIK is easy to recognize: a signal fran 
the north, and when good generating a heterodyne against 750 stations WSB, YNX, and CJUWW. 
After about 1230, the het is against KMMJ, Grand Island, NE. The El Paso station on 750 is 
not conspicuous here. 

So about two weeks ago, I campleted more than three pages of information on the general 
subject of when JOIK puts a signal into Denver. By that time, I was only up to January, 
1987, having begun with October, 1986. I finally realized my entire approach to the subject 
was going at it backwards. What I needed to do instead was to report month by month on the 
days when JOIK does not put any kind of signal into Denver. That would make my report much 
shorter and cover the same subject. 

So I began with October, 1986, the same month where my pevious report on JOIK left off. 

In October, I could not detect any signal fom JOIK on Oct. 4, Oct. 14-17, Oct. 28. 
JOIK was missing six days in October. In November, there was no trace of JOIK on Nov. 6-10, 
Nov. 14, and Nov. 27. It was missing seven days in November. 

I did not find JOIK missing any day during the first ten days of December nor the last 
three days of the month. Between these times, I was in Dallas for family reasons, actually 
the Dallas suburb of Richardson, 14 miles to the north. 

Of course, I took my travel radio along with me as well as my habit of waking up in the 
early hours. My travel radio is the GE 3-5280B, which is the Superadio cambined with a 
cassette recorder. Only two or three mornings after arriving there I noticed a whistle one 
morning while idly turning the dial in poor light between 800 and 700 kHz. I picked the 
radio off the floor, brought it into better light, and found that the het was on the low 
side of WSB/YNX on 750. I realized at once that JOIK had come with me to Texas although I 
could not recall any Dallas area DX’er reporting Japanese reception in recent years. Any 
camminications receiver would have had no trouble that morning splitting off JOIK from the 
750 stations and getting a readable signal. At least four other mornings while there, I 
found the JOIK het. I had not brought my notebook along so tcok no notes on it except on 
Dec. 20 I wrote a note to myself about monitoring this het from 1104 to 1142 Gr. 

That same note to myself reports finding a het, Monday morning Dec. 22, on the high 
side of 880 on WCRS and Cuba during the silence of the powerful KRVN. The time was 0748 to 


@) 


0810. Seemed to me this could only have been a signal from New Zealand. But I couldn’t 
measure it to determine if it was exactly 880 plus 2 as I imagine it was. In any event, you 
can hear trans-Pacific signals on inferior equipment in the Dallas area, the same as it was 
for me in Dallas, 1928-32. 

In January, 1987, back in Denver, JOIK delivered me a signal every day of the month, 
some days only a northerly carrier revealed by the BFO, other days with strong audio and 
hetting its 750 neighbors. On January 16 at 1148, I noted JOIK about equal in strength with 
the 750 stations. 

The first 11 days of February continued the daily pattern of reception of JOIK - every 
day, sometimes weak, sometimes strong. Summing up, JOIK gave me a signal every day for the 
first 44 days of 1987 - and that’s where this accounting ends, for I’m writing this on Feb. 
ll.

KSAJ-1560 Abilene, KS was hrd very weak on what appeared to bea 
clear frequency. They are only about 140 miles fram here. Per the CE, they only received 3 
reports, mine and two from Colorado. The test from KLP2-1380 was not hrd here due to 
KOTA/KSWO QRM. They guy running the test for me said they received a total of nine reports 
fram South Dakota, Colorado, and California. The test from WWGR-960 was also not hrd here 
due to KMBZ splatter and heavy QRM from KOOL. I was very surprised to hear the test fran 
KMBI-1330 in Spokane. Thank goodness for the code ID’s as no audio washeard. I sent the CE 
a cassette of my reception as the only verifiable item. 

Finally, a verie was received for the WKDN-1260 test. The CE said they received 21 
reports ranging from Hawaii to Massachusetts. Other veries to cane this way recently 
include KSAJ~1560 and CJCL-1430 v/l‘s, a v/q from KKOB-770, a v/f from KRMX-690 and a v/r 
fram KKRE-1040. Total veries now at 2,284. I was quite interested in the article about 
WIIC-1510 a few issues back. I heard their DX test back in the early °70’s, but was never 
able to get them to verify. I decided to send another follow-up report along with a tape of 
their code ID’s. I sure would like to get that one verified. Even though I have all 50 
states verified, I only have one fram New Jersey.

Judging by the quality of the broadcast, as 
well as the professionalism of the night employee, WSON sounds to be a very good small-town 
station. And in closing, WSON was heard on a small portable radio, not DxX-oriented at all, 
while my 2600 with its longwire could only dig up Canada! Good example of a third-class 
radio caming up with a good story.

The 2-17 DX NewS came with a Musing theme for former and present 
broadcasters. Naturally, I missed it. Anyway, I plead guilty (of broadcasting, not of 
being late ~ though I am, hi).
